TAFT’S TRIP 


White House Force Arranging 
Itinerary, 


SAMUEL BROWN. 


Jersey City Caehier Accused of 
H iring Burglar to Burn Booke. 


WILL TRAVEL 12,000 MILES 


The President W ill Leave Boston on 


Sept. 15 and Pass Through Twenty- 


four Etates In Trip From Coast to 


Coast. 


Beverly, Mass , Aug 28.— Pew peo 
pie could realize that im m ense amount 
of work required to send a president 
off ou a cross cont hie nt trip. On Sept 
15 the president leaves Boston for a 
trip of some twelve thousand miles, 
aud his path winds over tw enty font 
of the forty-six states. 
The W hite House force, tem porarily 
lodged in Beverly, is at work upon 
the preparations for this trip and they 
have been at it all day and into every 
night since they have been In the 
tow n. 
In the flrat place, Invitations for this 
trip have been accum ulating at the 
W hite House for months. They have 
come by telegram , letter and the per­ 
sonal calls of senators, representatives 
and delegations. 
All of these were 
noted aud 
placed in a huge black 
leather book which was brought to 
Beverly by Assistant S ecretary For­ 
ster. 
Each of them had a different 
status. 
Some few had been definitely 
accepted; to some the president bad 
given a definite answer, and all had 
some sort of a claim that the presi 
dent had said he would or told some 
body that had told them that be would 
come out to see them when be went 
west this fall. 
Well, all these invitations bad to be 
sorted. 
Many had to be refused and 
others changed in time, so that it w*s 
Impossible to prevent 
treading 
on 
some one's toes 
Even after shifting 
these appointm ents to the point appar­ 
ently of incurring the enm ity of half 
the west it is found that tim pr.*-i- 
d ent’s course In some section.. of his 
trip resembles, as traced on a map, 
the letter of a six m onths infant to 
Ms grandm other 
After the Itinerary was perfected 
in this stage it was turned over to tile 
railroad officials, who must make it 
fit in with their schedules. Tim presi­ 
dent does not travel by special s< lied 
ule often 
His train for most of the 
journey must run on schedule of the 
regular trains, ami the railroads have 
to get him from (stint to point on these 
schedules aud maintain an amazing 
dally average mileage. Then the s.* 
(■ret service orth ials must go over the 
program and attach their recom m en­ 
dations 
Finally the way is c h a r for 
advising the towns sele< ted of th.* 
president a decision to accept their in­ 
vitations. 
It Is probable that the Itinerary will 
not he entirely completed in detail 
until the 9th or 10th of SepteuOter ot 
only about five davs before the pie-i 
dent 
leave*

reaches a town some one must see 
the lo. al eom ii^itee and make the ar 
langcm ents for his reception, for the 
men with the president have to know 
in advance just what is to Im* done 
when they arrive in a town On this 
trip Lucie!) Wheeler, of the secret se •

precede the 
presidential 
party to make these arrangem ent*.

candy there, and now, as he rustled 
into the store, he shouted: 
"M r Green! Help me, Mr. G reen !” 
Mr. Green was aw ay from the store, 
having 
gone to the 
hospital to he 
treated for injuries he received one 
day last week when a thug had a s­ 
saulted him with a club in his store. 
The boy found no one to aid him in 
his terro r aud distress except 
Mr. 
G reen’s twelve year-old brother. Max, 
and a little girl, Julia Heckman, of 23$

For example, pasture 
alone will not fatten the hog, but pas­ 
ture is a valuable adjunct to the hog’s 
grain ration, and in just th a t fa r is en­ 
silage valuable to the hog. 
It is the 
common belief that ensilage Is a fit 
food for cattle only and th a t boga and 
sheep and horses do not thrive on i t

It is likely th at the hog 
quarters are Infected with lice, so theta 
ought to In* cleaned out a u d sprayed 
or w hitewashed.
